LONDON, Dec. 21.—Anxiety exists here 
regarding the possible outcome of the sit- 
vation in the far east. Fears are ex- 
pressed that the Russian government may 
have overstepped the bounds which would 
make a continuation of peaceful negotia- 
tions with Japan possible. It may be re- 
garded as quite certain, it asserts that 
Japan will not accept the pringiples of the 
last Russian note which are altogether at 
variance with Japan’s main contentions, 
and that Japan’s reply must necessarily be 
‘cast in this sense. 

Apart from the delicate state of the ne- 
gotiations between the two nations, it is 
also known that Russia is assuming a 
more defiant attitude and the outlook may 
be regarded as more gloomy than it hither- 
to has been, although it cannot be said 
that the resources of diplomacy have been 
completely exhausted.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dee. 21.—William B. 
Kirk, former mayor of this city, is happy, 
having received,from John F. Gaynor the 
Sum of $40,000 to reimburse him for the 
amount he lost by being on the bond of the 
fugitive from justice. 


Col. Gaynor is. now at the Chateau Fon- 
tenac in Quebec, where he hasgbeen for 
some time, out of reach of the federal offi- 
cers, who would like to get at him on ac- 
count of frauds which he is alleged to 
have committed in connection with the 
Savannah harbor improvements. 

Capt. Oberlin M. Carter has served his 
sentence for the same offense, but Gaynor 
is still a fugitive. 

When Gaynor wags first arrested Mr. 
Clark went on his bond for $40,000. After 
all i> means had been exhausted to pre- 
vent the trial from being held in Georgia, 
the wily colonel boarded a train one night 
for Buffalo, went across the border and 
laughed at the officers. 

Mayor Kirk was forced to pay the amount 
of the bond. He paid several visits to 
Quebec and shreainusaal insisted that Gay- 
ner pay him back e money. Gaynor 

begged off, saying his finances were not in 
shape to pay over so large a sum in a 
lump. Nothing would do, however, but the 
money, and Kirk kept up his visits and 
persuasion.

After a family conference this 
was done, and Kirk now has his money.

| COURTS AND BRIBERY. 

The bribery prosecutions are not in vain despite the fact 
that no punishments have been visited upon the convicted 
men. Public sentiment is aroused and in no mood to temporize 
with offenders of this species. 

The Illinois Supreme Court in sustaining a lower court in a 
bribery case said: “The offense of bribery in elections involves 
moral turpitude, and falls within the class of crimes deemed 
infamous.” 

What is here said of bribery in elections of course applies 
with equal foree to bribery of public officers or members of 
legislative bodies, and the court speaks for the mass of citi- 


#/ zens not only in Illinois but in all other states. 


The revelations of the past two years will not be fruitless 
even though the criminals go scot free, The public mind is 
enlightened and a distinct step in advance has been made 
toward honest and faithful public service. 

It is. for Missourians, a matter of keenest regret that our 
Supreme Court while deciding a law point in favor of a con- 


-wicted criminal did not express some abhorrence of the crime 


of which he was guilty. Courts must often loose the bonds of 
the guilty. But when they do it is some mitigation of the 
disappointment to hear a few words indicating that ‘the sym- 
pathy of the judges is with the right. The Missouri Supreme 
Court judges lost a great opportunity when they omitted this 
tribute to honor and honesty.

In the New York Sun a writer who designates himself as 


| “-L. Johnson of Binghamton, N. Y, thank heaven!” flagel-

Mr. Johnson is full of information about St. Louis which he 
hastens to communicate to the ignorant and wondering public. 
He says that entrance to St. Louis is effected by means of 
bridge, and that he was to wait two hours on the 
Illinois side and two hours in the station yards. Of course, 


. being “of Binghamton, N. Y.,” Mr. Johnson does not know 
"that these delays were caused by work in preparation for the 


Fair, which will vastly increase our transportation 
tion facilities. Perhaps Mr. Johnson, being “of Bing- 
N.Y," may have-taken.a cattle train. 

W's statement that transportation facilities for the 
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ignorance of the actual and prospective situation, and being 
“of Binghamton, N. Y.,” he-didn’t ask to be shown. -

But the prime proof discovered by Mr. Johnson that St. Louis 
cannot handle the World’s Fair is its handling of the job of 
punishing boodlers. Unmindful or ignorant of the fact that he 


juries selected from her people the highest compliment in 
saying that 19 boodlers have been convicted, he charges to 
this city the reversal of four cases by the Supreme Court of 
Missouri. Perhaps if Mr. Johnson were not “of Binghom-

We have 
had “too much Johnson.”

That there is a crying need for a pre- 
ventive of crime of this kind few, if any 
will deny; while there are thousands of 
persons who are opposed to the saloon 
business, the most radical of them will 
hardly dispute that even the toughest bar- 
tender has some feelings which the public f 
is bound to respect. He is susceptible to 
a temperature of 10 degrees below zerp, 
the same as anybody, and it becomes our 
duty, since we are, in a great measure, 
our brother's keeper, to devise some meth- 
od for the protection of the brother with 
the big diamond who squirts a little selt- 
zer into a tall glass for us every time we 
ask him and have the price. 

After studying this situation profoundly, 
“Just a Minute’ ‘has arrived at the follow- 
ing statement of conditions: 

1. Icebox robberies must be suppressed. 

2. The authorities have found it impos- 
sible to suppress the icebox robbers. 

3. Therefore we must suppress all ice- 
boxes. 

Could anything be simpler or appeal more 
forcibly to the sound sense of the com- 
munity? Could any solution more direct 
than this be hit upon? If we take away 
the mainstay of the robbers—the icebox— 
they must perforce cease from their depre- 
dations. No icebox, no robberies. It is as 
plain as daylight. Let it be made a mis- 
demeanor to harbor an icebox in a@ saloon 
and life for the bartender, who now lives 
in constant dread of being frozen to death, 
will become a tropic vision, filled with 
sunlight and flowers, glorious: dawns and 
peaceful twilights.
